HIGH PROMISE. 

King Tuscan’s Improvement Under Intelligent 
Treatment — Cuban Climate Beneficial to 
Thoroughbreds — McCaffcrty’s Plans.

Havana. Culm, February 7. — William Duudas, the 
electrician in charge of the mutucl plants at Ori- 
ental Park and tin* Kentucky tracks, became the 
owner of a winning thoroughbred when tin* three- 
year-old Immense won here Wednesday. Immense 
as a two-year-old showed sensational trials. W. 
O. Seully told Dundas that he saw the filly work a 
quarter over the Lexington track one morning dur- 
ing a slight snow storm in 23%. 

(J. R. Bryson was notified by secretary Cromwell 
of his appointment as chairman of the committee of 
the Havana branch of the Thoroughbred Horse As- 
sociation. Bryson also acts as secretary and treas- 
urer of the association here. 

Quite a few Detroiters are here attending the 
races, among them Howard Pearson, sporting editor 
of the Detroit Journal, William Swart, former own- 
er of the Cadillac hotel. James Cummings, who is 
interested in the Detroit baseball club, Hugh Jen- 
nings, manager of the Tigers, Walter Brady, who is 
connected with the United State:; Tire Company, and 
Louis J. Hoffman, one of Detroit’s big real estate 
operators. 

II. G. Bedwell left for Laurel. Maryland, Monday. 
He was accompanied by his family but left his 
horses hero iu charge of F. J. Stevens. The latter 
was quite successful with Bedwell’s second string 
on the half mile circuit in Canada last year. There 
wore some matters at Bedwell’s farm that required 
his attention. Several of his mares are due to 
foal and some of the horses he left there in win- 
ter quarters must be taken up. In the latter division 
are Sir Edgar. Munokiu, Buchanan Brady and the 
Ethelbcrt colts tiiar he purchased of Aug- 
ust Belmont last fall. Before leaving Bedwell 
said that fiTs plans were to take a run down to 
New Orleans after he straightened out matters at 
Ids place at Laurel. 

The Case of King Tuscan. 

The sprinter King Tuscan in the Bedwell stable 
has developed into one of the lx*st horses here. 
Last summer the horse was a roarer and Bedwell 
tried his best to dispose of him. He offered the 
horse to several parties for $300 and finally sent 
1dm to Stevens, at the half-mile tracks, with in- 
structions to race him and take the first offer 
blade. King Tuscan began to improve under 
Stevens’ training and his wind kept getting better, 
lie won a couple of races and Bedwell then de- 
cided to keep him. At the present meeting at 
Oriental Park King Tuscan has won six races, been 
second twice and third once. Eddie T. is another 
useful horse that Bedwell lias here and which has 
more than paid liis way. This colt was purchased 
by Stevens at Henning for $73 from Thomas Stra- 
han. He was one of a number of yearlings that 
H. T. Oxnard sent from his farm to Benning to 
lie shafted up for the sales ring at Saratoga. lie 
was taken down with fever and was left over with 
instructions to sell him for anything or to give him 
away. Stevens was at Henning looking for a 
couple of men to work at Bedwell’s farm at 
Laurel. He was told of the colt and was asked to 
make an offer. When he said $73. lie was told that 
lie owned a horse. The colt was sent to Laurel 
and when Bedwell looked him over, he decided to 
give him a chance. Last year Eddie T. won ten 
races and during the present meeting he has been 
first four times anil second five times. 

The climate here certainly agrees with some 
horses and it is a well-known fact that many 
take on flesh here, no matter how hard they may 
lie raced. Liberator, Silver Bill. J. It. Harrell. 
Jerry, Louise Stone. Malabar, March Court, Mac, 
Refugee, Runway, Sir Wellons. Shooting Star and 
Thcsicres are some that have done well here. All 
of them have betai frequent winners. The thirteen 
mentioned, with King Tuscan and Eddie T., have 
won no less than fifty-nine races here this winter. 

W1m*ii J. It. Goodman claimed Liberator from 
T. C. McDowell in Kentucky last year, that 
gentleman remarked that he had not only no hard 
feelings toward Goodman, but would give him a 
bit of information about the horse. “Don’t ever 
expect to win a race with this horse when lie lias 
more than 103 pounds in the saddle.” Those who 
have seen Liberator race at Oriental Park with 
as much as 123 pounds up. know that he is cap- 
able of doing great things with an impost of this 
character; in fact Mr. McDowell has a surprise in 
store for him,, and if GmsUuan can keep the son 
of Planudes in his present condition, there will 
be few sprinters racing in Kentucky next spring 
that will be able to concede him weight. 

Veteran Trainer After Horses. 

John J. McCaffert.v is here again; this time with 
a small string of what looks like useful material. 
His stable includes besides Reno and Bay o’Light 
the three -year-old Oak wood Boy. lie arrived from 
New Orleans a few days ago and his horses sliipi»ed 
in good condition. McCufferty had an offer to go 
to Argentine next spring to train a big string 
but finally decided to stiek it out in the states. 

The outlook for the horse show which will be 
held at Oriental Park by the Cuban -American In- 
ternational Horse Show Association, February 24 
to March 1. is particularly bright. A cablegram 
from New York announces that up to Saturday. 
February 27, 400 entries had been received. General 
manager Taylor voices the opinion that there will 
be at least 100 more entries including army horses. 
Reservations have already been made at the local 
hotels for Miss Lida Fleitman. who will bring sev- 
eral of her famous saddle horses, among them the 
champion Watlien, a thoroughbred of high order. 
Rooms have also been engaged for William A. Haz- 
zard. president of the Polo Association; Lindsey 
Luring of Boston; Harry Dcnawby of Plymouth. 
Mass.; Ernest S. White of Syracuse, brother of 
ei -governor Horace E. White; John L. Buslinell. 
president of the Springfield. Ohio, Horse Show 
and son of a former governor of that state; Charles 
E. Bunn of Peoria, 111., and A. W. Atkinson of 
Philadelphia. Walter Fletcher Smith has donated 
a collar made of Cuban gold coins valued at $330. 
If is a handsome affair and will 1 m* offered for tin* 
best harness horse not under 13.1 or over 13.3 to 1m* 
shown to a runabout and driven by a lady. Among 
the high jumpers to In* shown lM*re will Ik* the 
famous horse Confidence. Dick Donnelly will come 
down to ride liiui. 



New York. February 7. — One of the recent and 
important thoroughbred importations into this coun- 
try is that of the stallion Huon II., by Ard Patrick 
— Hyers, by Isonomy — St. Marguerite, the second 
dam of R<M*k Sand. He is the property of Richard 
Trimble and is now quartered at John II. Barbee’s 
Glen Helen Farm at Lexington. 

Huon II. raced from liis two-year-old to his 
seven-year-old form. He won the Grand Prix of 
Hanover in a canter, the Prix des Dames on two 
successive years, carrying 180 ]K>unds, the race Ik*- 
ing a welterweight for gentlemen riders, and many 
other races, winning a total of over $40,000. 

There is quite a story as to the good luck which 
gives the American breeders so valuable an addi- 
tion. lluon II. was in England when war was de- 
clared. and as he was the property of a German 
subject he was confiscated and sold by the English 
government. 

W. B. Miller’s broodmare Yankee Sister, the dam 
of Tartar, died at Beaumont Stud, Kentucky, re- 
cently. Yankee Sister was the dam not only of 
Tartar hut of several other good horses, including 
Priscilla. 

Preston Burch writes from Charleston that Mr. 
Sanford’s horse George Smith is in excellent condi- 
tion. having thickened out and improved in every 
way in appearance. Mr. Burch also considers North 
Star III., Mr. Ma comber’s newly -im ported horse, a 
better looker than Star Hawk, which performed so 
creditably here last year. 

In the Coaching Club Handicap, entries for which 
closed yesterday, there are forty-five nominations 
for this year’s contest. 120 for 1018 and 121 for 
1919. It is a race for fillies, and in 1919 the name 
will be changed to the Oaks after the English clas- 
sic for three -year-old fillies. 

On February 15 the United Hunts will hold an 
important meeting, at which all applications for 
dates will be considered, licenses granted and the 
business for tin* coming season gone over. 

CALLS IT QUESTION OF JURISDICTION. 



Toronto Globe Editorial Says Racing Should Be 
Governed by Federal Government Only. 

Toronto. Ont.. February 7. — The Globe says edi- 
torially concerning the racing situation in Canada: 

“Two things were apparent in the debate on the 
multiplication of race courses in Ontario — that 
parliament was not divided on the necessity for 
their restriction, and that their number was due to 
the laxity of the provincial authorities in passing 
upon applications for the right to exercise the privi- 
leges granted under the Miller bill. Attorney-gen- 
eral Lucas has failed to live up to the principle de- 
clared by his predecessor in that office when he 
refused to sanction the use of an old charter at 
Niagara Falls, backed though it was by the sup- 
jM»rt of the local members of the legislature. Mr. 
Foy went further and laid down his course as 
being justified on the ground of the public interest 
and |M>licy. 

“From that sound principle Mr. Lucas has de- 
parted as far as possible, and refuge is sought in 
the plea that chartered clubs must, under the pres- 
ent Ontario law. lx* granted licenses. Such legis- 
lation is of the provincial government’s making and 
only establishes more clearly the responsibility for 
the present situation. In view of the failure of tin* 
provincial authorities, either in Ontario or Quebec, 
to sustain the principle of the Miller bill, parlia- 
ment would do well to leave as little as possible in 
future to these agencies. All racing charters now 
in existence, and not actually used under license, 
should be (railed up for cancellation, and authority 
to operate under the exemptions specified in the 
present law should be obtainable only by a federal 
and not by a provincial act.” 

When shown this editorial, Hon. I. B. Lucas, at- 
torney -general. said: 

“I have nothing whatever to do with the grant- 
ing or withholding of licenses for race tracks, nor 
did my predecessor, Mr. Foy. Race track licenses 
are entirely under another department of the gov- 
ernment. The paper is entirely wrong in stating 
Mr. Foy refused to sanction the use of the old race 
track charter at Niagara Falls. An effort was made 
to secure the transfer to Niagara Falls of a charter 
giving the right to hold races at London. Out., and 
as a result of the decision of the court litis transfer 
was prevented. The paper suggests as a ronnsly 
for tin* evil that the Ontario government cancel all 
charters now in existence. This, I am afraid, would 
not bring about tin* result desired, as t lie charters 
issued by the dominion government would still re- 
main, and racing would continue. 

BEACHCOMBER’S STUD SEASON PLANNED. 

Disappointing Son of Rock Sand Expected to Malic 
Amends for Dismal Racing Failure. 

Lexington. Ky.. Feb. 7. — Harry Morrissey, starter 
on the Kentucky tracks, has Beachcomber at his 
Kempland Farm, near Lexington. Morrissey is 
half owner with E. R. Bradley in the disapiioint- 
ing son of Rock Sand and will put him in the stud 
the coming season. There isn’t a letter bred son 
of ids illustrious sire anywhere probably, but this 
and the fact that he fetched §14,100 as a yearling 
in spite of his limp did not sustain him in racing. 
He was. because of ills ailment, a dismal failure 
on the turf, but Morrissey believes in liis future as 
a sir»* and will give him the best chance possible. 

Morrissey has throe mares of liis own that he 
intends to breed him to. Faux-Col, Leo Skoluy and 
Waterford an* a trio of distinguished individuals 
wintering at Kempland. The first named two are 
owned by R. J. Mackenzie and Jack Adkins and 
Waterford is tin- pn>perty of James I*. Ross and 
J. T. Looney. Waterford is one of the lM*st of tin* 
coming three -year -olds and looks like he is going 
to show big improvement over his two-year-old 
form, ilis owners refused $8,OOtj for him iu Sep- 
tember. Leo Skolny and Faux-Col have been fired 
and both are iu good condition. 

PROPOSAL TO SUSPEND CANADIAN RACING. 

Ottawa. Ont.. February 7.- -In the House of Com- 
mons yesterday W. E. Knowles, member for Moose 
Jaw, gave notice of an amendment to Mr. Wil 
cox’s motion to suspend racing throughout Canada 
for the duratiou of tin* war. The proposal of Mr. 
Knowles will go before the special committee on 
Mr. Wilcox’s bill. 



A running race track is in contemplation at 
Columbus, Ohio, is the the rejiort received from 
that city. Runners have been barred from Ohio 
for years, but the trotters have been performing 
in the shadow of the capitol for many years, with 
real, live hookmakiug going on. The running track 
to l»e built there will be iu connection with an 
automobile speedway. In writing about it Charles 
E. ltrossmnn, who is a resident of Columbus, says: 

“The Columbus Motor Speedway and Horse Rac- 
ing Company, of Columbus, Ohio, has just issued a 
printed prospectus and financial plan pre- 
liminary to the selling of stock and financing the 
proposition. The company is organized under the 
laws of Ohio and must have intrinsic merit, other- 
wise the charter could not be obtained nor the 
stock sold in this state. The promotors have se- 
cured an option on, and expect to purchase outright, 
a valuable tract of land of about 200 acres, con- 
veniently located and easy of access, situated about 
two milts west from the loading hotels nd tin* 

central part of the city. Two street car lines, an 
interurban line and one steam railroad operate 
directly to the grounds, so that the transportation 
question is already taken care of. and the 
patrons can be comfortably and satisfactorily 
served. It is proposed to construct an up-to-date 
motor speedway, with all of the required acces- 
sories, and give two automobile race meetings each 
year of a class and condition that will attract and 
induce the famous race drivers of the country to 
enter and compete for liberal purses. On the inside 
of this speedway it is plnnnd to have a regulation 
race track for running horses, equal to any in 
America and dedicated entirely to the thoroughbred 
horse, thereby giving the plant a double earning 
capacity. Columbus is well-equipped to take care 
of the immense crowds that these races will 
draw. Numerous popular and well-managed hotels 
that do not put up the price when t lie city is 
crowded with visitors; a street car system second 
to none and a Board of Trade that is active and 
watchful, reaching out to help any proposition that 
will draw people to Columbus and help the busi- 
ness men of the city. All are arguments in favor 
of the realization of this project. 

Ohio Formerly Noted for Thoroughbreds. 

“Central Ohio has always been a great horse- 
breeding country, and in the old days numerous 
celebrated breeding farms were in evidence and 
horses, famous the world over, were owned and 
trained within a radius of fifty miles from the 
capitol city. Progressive breeders were scattered 
all over this territory and the Ohio bred, raised 
and trained race horse was able to demonstrate 
that it was the equal, if not superior, to the race 
horse bred and raised in any other section of the 
United States. It is hard to conceive of a more 
brilliant band of horses than Imp, Bessie B island. 
Bonnie Lizzie, Nellie Peyton. Lady Middleton, Dad, 
Business, Edwin A. Surge. Ximblcfoot. Pilot, Ilope- 
dale. Radnor, Add, Keno, Ormie, Hoodwink. Millie 
M.. St. Joe, Hector, Fair Count, Wedding Day. 
Balk Line. Ace, Fair Deceiver, etc., all owned 
by residents of central Ohio. I simply mentioned 
these few good winners to show that Ohio horses 
were as good as any and able to win any place. 

“Of noted sites we have had Bonnie Scotland, Re- 
volver. Hurrah, Vanguard, Kyrle Daly, Cliillicotlie, 
Ringmaster, Dudley. Grenada, I)r. Rice, Montrose, 
Ballard, Boh Wooley, King William and many 
others distinguished on the turf and in the stud, 
which were owned in tl;<* counties adjacent to Co- 
lumbus, Fairfield. Ross, Pickaway, Franklin, 
Madison, Licking. Muxkigum, Champaign, Marion, 
and Fayette counties were the homes of these great 
sires, and iu these counties now there is a regard 
and love for the thoroughbred among tin* people who 
are familiar with the characteristics of that breed 
of horses that amounts almost to an infatuation. 
The men who owned these celebrated horses wore 
large farmers, progressive live stock men. who were 
seeking to improve the breed, honored and respected 
in the com muni ties iu which they lived and leaders 
in everything. The names of Reber, Crouse, Dun, 
Renick, Tliunnan, Chaney, Van Meter, Harness, 
Millar, McConnell, Jennings, Noyes, Blandy, etc. 
were names to conjure with in the agricultural de- 
velopment of the state. If the anticipation of a 
high-class race track should be realized by the 
promoters in Columbus it would do more to revive 
the breeding interests of the state than anything 
that has happened in a long while. Ohio breeders 
would again come to the front and 1m* prominent. 
Columbus would then receive publicity throughout 
the whole country, thousands of people would come 
to flic races and ouch leave a little money that 
d(M*s not now come to the city at all, he instru- 
mental iu establishing a breed of horses iu the sur- 
rounding country that would be desirable and ef- 
ficient army remounts, give the citizens good, clean, 
healthy, attractive, enjoyable sport, and place 
Ohio up into the position she formerly occupied and 
where she properly belongs — in the forefront of 
tin* horse-breeding states of the union. • The pro- 
moters of this enterprise feel confident of success 
and have a considerable amount of stock already 
subscribed. Therefore, from all appearance, the 
proposition sceins sure to Im* a go.”

New Orleans, La., February 7. — After three days 
cessation, and giving the track an opportunity to 
border on nearly -fast, rain again visited these parts 
last night and converted the going into a muddy 
state. The attendance, however, was of splendid 
]>ro]M>rtion and the racing was interesting and close. 
In accordance with the custom of having on 
Wednesday’s long races exclusively, all the dashes 
were at a mile or over. The mile handicap for 
three -year-olds exclusively, furnished an outstand- 
ing upset of the afternoon, when Dr. Tuck lx*at 
Warsaw after a drive, with Merchant, the favorite 
and conqueror of Dr. Tuck in a previous race, land- 
ing iu third place. 

Jockey I*. Lowder, under contract to E. R. Brad- 
ley, starred during the afternoon, piloting throe of 
the winners and finishing second ami third in two 
otiier races. He inaugurated his series of victories 
in the third race when he brought home Dr. Tuck 
and followed it with wins on Pleasureville and Miss 
Kruter. On the latter he easily outrode Buxton, 
astride Pockichoo. The Clancy representative was 
rushed into a lead of more than ten lengths in the 
first half mile and the excessive use that lie was 
put to caused him to tire badly when challenged.

The latter suffered 
from considerable interference an I was much tin* 
iM*st. Milton Campbell accounted for the first purse 
that former jockey Cay wood has token down in some 
time when he led home an ordinary band in the 
second. Hops was the favored one in this and 
again displayed his quitting propensities. 

John Lowe’s Pleasureville literally zig-zagged 
home in front of the others. lie swerved alarmingly 
in the stretch though far in front of the others. 
Edna Kenna and Yodeles, both favorites, won in 
their respective races.

CORRECTION OF ODDS.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Reports of the whereabouts of Ambassador Ger- 
ard nre conflicting. A message signed with Mr. 
Gerard’s name received at the United States em- 
bassy at Madrid was dated at Berne, Switzerland. 
An Associated Press dispatch from Berlin dalt-d 
Tuesday, however, said that Mr. Gerard had not 
received his passjx>rts and that the details of his 
departure must await news of the safe departure 
from the United States of the former German am- 
bassador to Washington. Copenhagen rei>orts that 
Mr. Gerard will be kept in Berlin as a hostage. 

The American liner St. Louis will not have a con- 
voy if it decides to sail for England through the 
German submarine zone, it was announced at the 
state department yesterday. The government is 
acting on the policy that Americans have an in- 
alienable right to traverse the high seas, that the 
German submarine blockade is entirely illegal and 
that any sinking of American ships in contravention 
of law would immediately lead to hostilities. 

According to Les Nouvelles of Maestricht, Hol- 
land, a dynamite factory at Schlesbusch, near Co- 
logne, was blown up on January 27, causing the 
death of 2(H) persons, mostly women. An explosion 
last Thursday on the railway between Aix-La- 
Chapelle and Louvain, this newspajs-r reports, 
caused the death or injury of twenty-six Belgian 
workmen. 

King George, clad in the uniform of an admiral 
of the fleet, opened parliament yesterday and de- 
fiantly answered Germany’s ruthless submarine 
policy in ujimistaken terms, saying, “threats of 
further outrages uikui public law and the common 
rights of humanity will but serve to steel our de- 
termination more.” 

The United States Senate by a vote of 78 to 5 
late yesterday afternoon passed the Stone resolution 
indorsing the President’s action severing diplomatic 
relations with Germany. 

The British passenger ship California has been 
sunk off the coast of Queenstown, presumably by a 
submarine. 

Nineteen ships destroyed in twenty-four hours 
tells the story of German submarine activity. 

Americans are said to be leaving Germany as 
fast as accommodations can lx* provided. 

Late reports from Holland say that German troops 
arc being massed on the Dutch frontier.

Havana. Cuba, February 4. — So much lias been 
printed iu the States, and so many queries have 
iieen sent to Havana regarding t lie proposed ‘‘sec- 
ond track” here, that the writer a few days ago 
made a trip out to the place to see just what the 
project amounted to and just what work has been 
done. It was impossible to obtain any information 
on the subject by asking any of the local people, as 
so few had heard that there was even talk of an- 
other race course being constructed in Cuba. One 
could readily understand this, however, as it was 
explained to the writer that all that was necessary 
to build a track here is to obtain a license or jx*r- 
mission from the city council, comply with condi- 
tions laid down and go ahead with the work. All 
this talk of thirty-year concessions in Cuba is 
simply bosh and misleading. True, a thirty-year 
concession can lx* obtained, but only by an act of 
congress, passed, of course, by a majority of the 
members and signed by the president. Even the 
Oriental Park course has only a five years’ license. 

An investigation showed that the new track here 
had obtained ix*rmission, or a license as it were, 
to construct the plant and operate by complying 
with certain restrictions of the laws of Cuba. One 
of the provisions, it is understood, is that the city 
and state get 6 1-4 per cent of the revenue from 
the mutueis. which is to be the only system of 
speculation permitted. Providing 10 per cent, is 
deducted from the tickets, that will leave a margin 
of only 3 3-4 per cent, for the club. But this is 
neither here nor there, except to show the true con- 
dition of things down here in regard to what some 
people term concessions given race tracks. 

Location of the Project. 

The piece of ground selected by C.T. Hensohell 
and his associates Arthur B. ('lark. Henry 1). 
Wills and F. G. Suarez, lies to the southwest 
of Oriental Park and is reached by the car running 
to the Playa, via Marianao. To get to this car it 
is necessary to go to the Estacion Central down 
near the docks. The site lies just behind the hills 
at the head of the homestretch of Oriental Park 
and is only a short distance from the latter course. 
If the building of a race track is contemplated by 
the new club there are no signs of it at present. 
There has been absolutely no work done in this 
respect, so far as the writer could discern. There 
were some few men at work on the grounds, about 
twenty- five or thirty, constucting a fame work 
for a grand stand and levelling off a piece of 
ground to be used as a baseball park. So far as 
building stables or laying out a race track is con- 
cerned. nothing has been attempted which makes 
it appear that the new club intends to cater to 
baseball exclusively. There was some talk here 
of night racing l»eing held after the meeting at 
Oriental Park was concluded, but if even this was 
contemplated it seems an impossible* task to get a 
plant ready in so short a time. For the good of 
the sport in Cuba it is hojied that such a thing 
will never be attempted on the island, as the ex- 
perience of the few places of that sort which were 
operated in the remote past in the states, showed 
that they did little more than place the sport in 
bad repute. 

In the meantime opposition to the new club 
in a baseball way developed by the forming 
of the Cuban -American Baseball League, whose 
season opened up on Monday, January 29 
at Oriental Park. Every player of promi- 
nence on the island has already signed with the 
Oriental. Red Sox and White Sox teams, the rooster 
including among others the following players well 
known in tin* different leagues in the United States: 
Marsans. Calvo, Rodriguez, Torres, Luque, Pareda, 
Mike Gonzales, Padron. Acosta, Cueto, Aragon, 
Dihut, J. Acosta and Palinero.
